HAVE YOU MADE YOUR PLANS FOR 
CHICAGO? 

This year, in May, all roads in the book- 
trade will lead, for the first time, not to New 
York, but to Chicago. New York City is 
a powerful magnet, so powerful a one that 
it overcomes, to a large extent, the geograph¬ 
ical handicap incident on its distance from the 
center of the country. But for all that, a 
large proportion of the booksellers of the 
Middle West have never found it convenient 
to attend a New York convention. And be¬ 
cause they are loyal to their own lakeside 
metropolis, and because this year’s convention 
promises to be as well worth attending for 
its own sake as any of those preceding it, 
the Chicago committee in charge is making 
plans to receive a record attendance. 

It is no longer necessary, we believe, to 
point out the advantages of trade organiza¬ 
tion or the way in which trade enthusiasm 
gains fresh life at convention time. It is 
no exaggeration to say that, without organiza¬ 
tion fifteen or more years ago, there would 
have been no retail book trade, as we know 
it, to-day. Organization made the net sys¬ 
tem possible; it has made price-cutting, if 
not impossible, at least discreditable, and the 
price-cutter in no small degree a trade pariah! 

And that is but one work of many accom¬ 
plished. And one work, also be it said, of 
many still to be accomplished. Better handling 
of overstock, co-operative credit work, a trade 
clearing house, better discounts, more intensive 
selling, a broader opportunity for book-trade 
education, adaptation of some admirable 
methods of subscription book-selling, the 
regulation of direct sale by the publisher, the 
question of library discounts, the elimination 
of the near-bookseller and the temporary 


bookseller, the cutting off of illicit trade dis¬ 
counts, improved methods of stock display and 
window display, a standardized system of 
retail book-store accounting—why, there is 
work enough outlined here already to keep 
any organization busy for at least ten years to 
come. 

But it needs organization to accomplish 
anything; and, as an organization consists of 
members, a first duty of every bookseller 
should be to join the trade organization, the 
American Booksellers’ Association. 

Going to the convention—this year’s con¬ 
vention—is the next obvious step. No money 
invested in your business pays better dividends 
than that invested in the annual convention 
trip. And, if you positively can’t go, adopt 
the excellent suggestion made in a recent issue 
of the Bookseller, Nezvsdealer & Stationer , 
and send a local delegate. Surely, there is 
no city, no matter how far distant, but what 
can afford to have its representative at 
Chicago. 

There is this year one grave danger; that 
the Eastern booksellers who have so long and 
loyally given the national association their 
presence and support convention-time may con¬ 
sider that this year’s convention is a Middle 
Western affair and stay home On the other 
hand, never was your attendance more surely 
needed. To scores of Western booksellers 
(who have never attended a convention be¬ 
fore) the American Booksellers’ Association 
—in fact, book-trade organization in general— 
is going to be on trial May i6-i8th. They 
will judge its value by the enthusiasm for 
it and its work they see displayed. And 
there is no more obvious way to show lack 
of enthusiasm than to fail to be present. 

We have already spoken of Mr. Butler’s 
“personally conducted” party from New York 
City. We understand that the first car is 
long since filled, likewise the second, but the 
New York “Booksellers’ Special” has a very 
flexible capacity. Elsewhere in this issue the 
plans for the “Special” are outlined. Get 
aboard now by telling Mr. Butler to hold space 
for you. 

And, incidentally, better write at once to 
F. K. Reilly, of Reilly & Britton, Chicago, 
Chairman of the Committee on Arrange¬ 
ments, or to L. B. Vaughan, the Treasurer, 
asking him to reserve accommodations for 
you at convention headquarters and whatever 
banquet tickets are desired. First come, best 
served!

THE RISING COST OF PRINTED MAT¬ 
TER—WHAT ARE WE GOING TO DO 
ABOUT IT? 

In ‘‘What Has Caused the Abnormal Paper 
Situation,” the first of several articles in 
Printers’ Ink under the above general caption, 
Roger D. Smith, of S. D. Warren & Co., Bos¬ 
ton, points out that war conditions bear upon 
the manufacture of paper from three prin¬ 
cipal angles: 

First —The suspension or curtailment of the 
importation from Europe of raw materials 
heretofore depended upon by the paper mills— 
such as rags, pulps, colors, clay, casein, etc. 

Second —Through diversion into the manu¬ 
facture of munitions of certain raw materials 
supplied in the United States and used gene¬ 
rally by the paper mills—such as rags, bleach 
and other chemicals. 

Third —Through a world-wide demand for 
paper from the United States; i. e., the United 
States is practically the only country in the 
world to-day in position to make paper in any 
large quantity, and it is estimated that not 
more than ten per cent, of the export demand 
is being satisfied. 

Fundamentally, he continues, these are the 
three principal reasons for the present paper 
market. Incidentally, there are a thousand 
and one reasons for advancement in the price 
of paper, as, for instance, general business 
stimulation, the uncertainty of international 
relations, the high cost of ocean freight, ma¬ 
rine insurance, foreign export war duties, scar¬ 
city of materials to meet the present demand 
for paper production, and, last, and not by 
any means least, the general stampede of 
paper-buyers trying to secure in thirty to 
ninety days requirements as far ahead as into 
1917* I do not believe that the normal healthy 
business increase is responsible for more than 
thirty to forty per cent, of the present ex¬ 
traordinary demand for paper. 

With more money in this country than per¬ 
haps ever before in its history and with in¬ 
dustries stimulated by the war, the public has 
obviously begun to spend the money. It is 
also likely that in the paper business, particu¬ 
larly, advertisers who consume a very large 
percentage on all papers and who, during the 
past two or three years, have either curtailed 
or entirely eliminated their direct-by-mail pub¬ 
licity, are now buying freely, not only for the 
purpose of securing business from domestic 
markets, but with a view to acquiring prestige 
for their goods in foreign markets now and 
after the world is again at peace. In addi¬ 
tion to this normal and healthy buying of 
paper under the particular circumstances, the 
buyers have been stampeded into anticipated 
and unnecessary purchases, as indicated above, 
and until your buying power is exhausted 
there would seem to be no reason for a reduc- 
tion. in prices. The magazines, also, because 
of increased advertising pages and general 
business stimulation, have materially increased 
their consumption of paper. 

The first relief in sight appears to be the 
slackening of the domestic demand, which, we 
feel, has been very much overdone, and, per¬ 
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sonally, I have been expecting evidence of this 
for the last thirty days. There is now a dis¬ 
tinct lull as compared with the mad rush of 
the past few weeks. 

With a lessened domestic demand the paper 
mills will naturally turn to the export trade, 
but here temporarily there would appear to 
be a definite block, as it is inconceivable, with 
a scarcity of ships, that space can be obtained 
for any large tonnage of paper in face of the 
foreign demand for munitions and other neces¬ 
sities warranting higher freight rates. 

Just what the future is going to bring is 
any man’s guess, and about everybody is guess¬ 
ing, but I feel, so far as the paper industry 
is concerned, that the situation would be very 
much relieved if you buyers of paper would 
calmly consider the whole matter and order 
only your immediate requirements. There is 
no question but that every mill is standing a 
very much higher cost per pound of paper 
manufactured than during normal times, but 
over-buying will not tend to lower prices. 

While I believe that the present prices for 
paper are abnormally high and could only be 
justified by the present conditions, I should 
not want you to feel that they are ever going 
back to the previous low scale. It will be a 
long time before raw materials recede to 
previous price levels, if ever. The cost of labor 
is advancing in every direction, and it appears 
that all the paper mills will shortly be work¬ 
ing under three shifts of eight hours each, 
instead of two shifts of twelve hours each, 
as has been the practice in the past This 
feature alone will, of necessity, increase mate¬ 
rially the cost of production. Also, the export 
demand will undoubtedly continue for several 
years after peace is declared and will be an 
important factor in the adjustment of paper 
values. 

Regarding the ink situation, James A. Ull- 
man, of Sigmund Ullman Co., New York City, 
points out that the advance in the selling 
prices of printing and lithographic inks them¬ 
selves has been disproportionately small to the 
advance in cost. This has been due to two 
reasons: 

(1) That while supplies of all kinds are 
limited, they are not distributed among the 
various manufacturers proportionately to their 
usual requirements, and it may happen, even at 
this late date, that one or the other manu¬ 
facturer is still in fairly good supply of certain 
ingredients. 

(2) On the other hand, the demand for inks 
has risen extraordinarily, whether due entirely 
to increased consumption, or in part to the 
stocking up on the part of consumers, is dif¬ 
ficult to say. This large demand, which should 
logically increase the price, has paradoxically 
had the other effect, to some degree. This is 
because the selling expenses in this line of 
business are extraordinarily high, and this per¬ 
centage being decreased by a larger turn-over, 
has enabled the manufacturers to quote prices 
relatively lower than would be warranted by 
the increased cost of production. 

When it comes to making any prophecy as 
to the future conditions, the problem is prac-

tically insoluble. We hear a great deal about 
the manufacture of dye-stuffs already begun or 
to be organized in this country, but so far no 
tangible results are to be found- Those manu¬ 
facturers who were established before the war, 
some of them for many years, have ceased 
manufacturing products formerly made for the 
printing-ink and dry-color trades, finding it 
more profitable to produce dyes for textile 
purposes. None of the high-grade dyes re¬ 
quired for printing inks have entered this 
country for over a year, while the visible sup¬ 
ply, constantly diminishing, must naturally 
soon be exhausted. This applies principally to 
bright, strong colors, such as intense, fiery 
reds, brilliant blues, yellow lakes such as are 
used for the three-color process, brilliant 
green and violets. While there may be a 
further increase in price, and some shortage 
in such colors as bronze blues, Milori blues, 
chrome yellows, chrome oranges, and orange 
lakes, so-called chrome greens, and the duller 
shades of red, there will, to my mind, always 
be a fairly adequate supply, and what is 
really required can probably be obtained. 
The same relates to blacks, although prices 
may rise further with the increased cost of 
carbon black. 

It is quite sure, however, that even if the 
war should cease to-morrow, it would take, 
perhaps, five or six months before things 
would reach the normal, and what the level of 
prices at that new normal would be, is also 
doubtful. 

There are many things that a printer can do 
to adapt himself to existing circumstances. He 
must remember that present conditions are 
chaotic, and that the policies pursued in nor¬ 
mal times in the purchase of goods are now 
absolutely detrimental to his interests. By 
rushing, panic-stricken, into the market in or¬ 
der to cover himself for future needs, he only 
helps to make conditions worse. The same 
results from trying to shop around among va¬ 
rious ink-makers for a large quantity of a 
given ink, with the result that each ink-maker 
must again cover or try to cover himself with 
raw materials, all of which tends to raise 
prices at the source. 

In many ways, I believe that present condi¬ 
tions will ultimately have a healthful influence. 
They will teach both the printer and the adver¬ 
tising man that excessive use of color was not 
only wasteful, but detrimental to the effect 
sought, and truly artistic effects will result 
from that adaptation of effects to conditions 
and materials, which has always been a vital 
factor in the development of all art. 

In the article devoted to the rising cost of 
photo-engravings, the plea of John A. Ander¬ 
son, of the Electro-Light Engraving Co., New 
York City, for higher prices on photo-engrav¬ 
ings, is of especial interest in view of the wide 
comment which the new price scale adopted 
by the photo-engravers is arousing. 

We divide our expenses into three different 
items, says Mr. Anderson: Labor, Materials 
and Overhead. Shop labor represents fifty- 
one per cent, of the total expense. That 
amount is divisible into two parts, viz., charge¬ 


able and non-chargeable labor. Chargeable 
labor is forty per cent, of the total expense 
of operating a photo-engraver's plant. New 
materials represent eighteen per cent, of the 
cost, and they have gone up considerably dur¬ 
ing the past year. Overhead is thirty-one per 
cent., of which salaries represent nearly two- 
thirds. Any increase in any one of those lines 
naturally effects an increase in the cost of 
manufacture, in a way which you cannot get 
away from. 

The cost of labor has been constantly rising. 
The pay of a man fifteen years ago was 39 
cents per hour. The present scale is 56 cents 
per hour. The scale which has just been as¬ 
signed by the union calls for a price of 62 
cents per hour. Now that is forty per cent, 
of our chargeable labor. The day overtime 
rate—and no engraver who does work for 
advertising men can escape this overtime—is 
fifty per cent, more than the day scale. The 
present scale is 84 cents per hour overtime, 
and the coming scale is 93 cents overtime. 
That is, if a man works one hour overtime, 
we pay him practically $1.00. That is forty 
per cent, of the total cost, and it means that 
we have to get $2.50 for that work. 

Every New York shop runs a night force, 
and about fifteen per cent of the men work at 
night. The night scale fifteen years ago was 
42 cents. Eighty-three cents is the coming 
scale for night work. The regular night man 
will receive nearly as much for his time as 
the day overtime scale. The coming scale for 
overtime at night is $1.25 per hour. That 
means that if a man works for one hour over¬ 
time at night—and we always have to work 
two or three men, the labor being sub-divided 
—a little over $3.00 will have to be paid for 
the operation. That overtime may cost more 
than the whole plate is worth. Now the en¬ 
graver has been pocketing that loss himself. 

Then we come to the prices of materials, 
copper, zinc and chemicals. Fifteen years ago 
was the time at which most of the prices pre¬ 
vailing to-day were fixed. There has been 
since then an increase of no per cent in ma¬ 
terial costs. 

During the last fifteen years the photo-en¬ 
graver has had to face an increase of eighty 
per cent, in manufacturing costs and twenty 
per cent, decrease in prices—I think perhaps 
twenty-five per cent, would be nearer the av¬ 
erage. Hitherto he has had to meet this by 
redoubled efforts and improved methods. He 
must now get help from the outside, other¬ 
wise the lines of falling price and rising cost 
will cross. 

♦ * * * * 

In the face of the above facts the obvious 
question of the user of printed matter is. 
What are we going to do about it? That the 
answer to this question lies in a more careful 
elimination of waste rather than in a whole¬ 
sale cessation of the use of printed matter is 
pointed out by G. B. Sharpe of the De Laval 
Separator Co., New York City. 

Perhaps the increased cost of printed mat¬ 
ter may have an element of benefit for us after 
all, he even says. It may be the means of our 
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taking an inventory of our printing activities 
and injecting a greater degree of salesman¬ 
ship and printing efficiency into our direct ad¬ 
vertising which will more than make up for a 
decrease in the size of our catalogues and en¬ 
able us to secure a greater degree of value for 
each dollar we spend. 

In last week’s issue of Printers* Ink my eye 
was attracted by the headline of an adver¬ 
tisement of the European Publicity Society. 
This was the headline: “How Many Thou¬ 
sand Catalogues Have You Needlessly 
Wasted in Europe?” and I thought to myself, 
“Yes, and not how many thousands, but how 
many millions of catalogues and other costly 
pieces of printed salesmanship are needlessly 
wasted in this country?” 

Let me give you a concrete illustration of 
the tremendous waste of printed matter, es¬ 
pecially technical printed matter, owing to lack 
of proper classification of mailing lists. 

The general office of our company is in New 
York, but our works and manufacturing of¬ 
fices are in Poughkeepsie. Our purchasing 
agent is in Poughkeepsie, and although our 
concern is a very large user of lathes and 
tool machinery, presses, stamping machines, 
and all the various equipment required in a 
great manufacturing establishment, not a dol¬ 
lar’s worth of this equipment is purchased in 
the Newi York office. Yet there is a continu¬ 
ous stream of valuable catalogues and other 
printed matter, advertising everything, from 
electric lamps to heavy stamping machines, 
coming to our office in New York all the 
time. It all goes into the waste-basket. 

If you have a list of fifteen or twenty or a 
hundred concerns in Pittsburgh or Western 
Pennsylvania towns that you want to mail cat¬ 
alogues to, and you have a representative in 
that territory, why not have him check up the 
list so you will not be mailing expensive lit¬ 
erature to people who are not interested in 
your goods? 

Then go just a step farther. Wherever pos¬ 
sible find out just who is the man in each 
concern that will have the buying or selecting 
of the goods you are offering for sale, and 
get that man’s name on your mailing-list. The 
chances of reaching him in this way are four 
or five to one in comparison with simply car¬ 
rying the firm name on the mailing-list. 

Some of you who sell your product through 
dealers supply the dealers with small cata¬ 
logues, folders or booklets for distribution to 
their customers, and right here is where we 
find the greatest waste of printed matter. In 
the first place, this sort of material should 
never be supplied to a dealer unless he asks 
for it or it is ordered through one of your 
salesmen. In the second place, it all should 
be imprinted with the dealer’s name. Im¬ 
printed booklets and advertising matter sent 
to a dealer stand at least twice as good a 
show of distribution as if the printed material 
does not bear the dealer’s name.

UNFAIR BUSINESS METHODS 
CHARGED AGAINST MACY’S. 

The American Fair Trade League filed a 
complaint with the Federal Trade Commis¬ 
sion on April 18 against R. H. Macy & Co., of 
New York, alleging deceptive and fraudulent 
advertising. Accompanying the complaint are 
reproductions of advertisements in the New 
York papers which offered certain well known 
rugs at cut prices and followed these cut 
prices with apparently more attractive bar¬ 
gains in other rugs. 

The complaint states: 

“Your attention is respectfully called to the 
great prominence with which low prices on 
Whittall’s rugs are quoted in both exhibits. 
Whittall’s rugs are a standard article and 
are widely advertised and are sold every¬ 
where at uniform prices, known to all buyers 
and users of floor coverings. Exhibit ‘A’: 
Whittall’s name and Whittall’s reputation are 
herein admittedly used to make it appear that 
all other goods sold by the advertiser are 
priced as low and on the same small margin 
of profit as the Whittall rugs. The language 
used is: ‘The saving on these rugs amounts 
to only about one-tenth. In many cases we 
save you a great deal more. Still, even at the 
rate of one-tenth saving, consider how much 
you will gain in a year by doing all your 
shopping at Macy’s/ 

“In Exhibit ‘B’ Whittall’s name is even 
more definitely used to injure competitors. 
The language is: ‘Whittall’s Anglo-Persian 
Rugs, our price $4474- $50 everywhere else. 

. . . This is about the average percentage 
by which we undersell our competitors. . . . 
And as with these rugs so with everything 
else in our world of merchandise.’ 

“All other items listed and quoted in Ex¬ 
hibit ‘B’ are anonymous goods, the titles of 
which furnish no indication either of quality 
or of source. It is a significant admission 
of the drawing power of Whittall’s name and 
of the motive of this advertiser that a 10 per 
cent, cut in Whittall’s rugs should be more 
prominently featured than the alleged 33 per 
cent, and 50 per cent, cuts on the nameless 
merchandise. 

“We respectfully submit that the language 
of these advertisements conclusively proves 
that Whittall’s name is used to deceive the 
public and to lure customers to buy, not the 
standard Whittall rugs, but the anonymous 
merchandise quoted at greater discounts from 
the alleged ‘regular’ prices. 

“We respectfully submit that these adver¬ 
tisements are not an exceptional instance, but 
are typical of the general practice of this 
advertiser in the use of standard, popular 
merchandise as ‘bargain bait.’ 

“For your information we append hereto 
a statement (Exhibit ‘C’) by Arthur W. Cole, 
a representative of M. J. Whittall, the maker 
of the rugs advertised, to the Carpet and Up¬ 
holstery Trade Review concerning the adver¬ 
tisements on which this complaint is based.” 

Mr. Cole’s letter said in part: 

“The object of the Stevens Bill is to prevent 
the appropriation of the good-will of one firm 
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by another firm for its own selfish interests 
and to prevent misrepresentation, and fooling 
the public. When its opponents try to drag 
in other issues they are simply kicking up a 
dust to obscure the real issue. 

“It is plainly stated in the advertisements 
you publish that the cut in Whittall rugs repre¬ 
sents the average percentage which Macy's 


undersell their competitors. Now, the whole¬ 
sale prices on Whittall rugs at the time the 
advertisement was published, as well as today, 
are well known to anyone who will take the 
trouble to inquire; they are as uniform as the 
retail price. Had Macy bought those rugs 
of us instead of getting a man entirely devoid 
of business honor to pick them up here and 
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there for them, with attendant expense and 
loss, their gross profit would have been about 
20 per cent. Now, does anyone believe this 
firm can sell rugs at 20 per cent, and make a 
reasonable profit, as is claimed elsewhere in 
their advertisement? 

“Both these claims are misrepresentations; 
if they had sold goods on a 20 per cent, or 
less average profit, instead of occupying the 
best retail location in the U. S., they would 
have passed into history long ago. 

“Why, then, did Macy sell Whittall rugs at 
cut prices? I don’t know, but I think it will 
not be libelous to sav what I think. When our 
shoppers visited their store they reported that 
they found these rugs scattered in among other 
rugs which, if sold at the Whittall cut price, 
would have netted a very fair profit. I think 
none of the shoppers were told a rug was a 
Whittall when it was not, but they came in 
looking for Whittall rugs, and if they wished 
to know if it was not a Whittall, they had to 
inquire, when the usual reply was that it was 
just as good or better. I believe that the 
ultimate object of offering Whittall rugs at a 
loss was to sell not only these rugs of similar 
character, but other merchandise about their 
store on which there was a good profit. Note 
the 89 cents ‘Tapestry* at 48 cents has no trade 
mark to prove that the great discount is as 
real as the more modest cut in Whittall rugs. 
Neither have the ‘Wilton* rugs, which are sold 
at 30 per cent, off their regular price, which 
we are led to infer would be at least 40 per 
cent, off any other dealer’s price, which is 
going some in a store where 20 per cent, is 
considered a reasonable profit. 

“The day R. H. Macy first began advertising 
Whittall rugs was spent by the writer with 
his ear glued to the telephone. From all over 
greater New York and for miles around—in 
fact, wherever New York papers circulated 
freely—came bitter protests and threats to 
meet the prices and discontinue the sale of 
the goods. 

“If R. H. Macy had been allowed to continue 
the sale of Whittall rugs at 20 per cent, gross 
profit in this vicinity, and the R. H. Macys 
which are found in every city had followed 
suit, there would have been only two courses 
open to M. J. Whittall. Either he would have 
been obliged to shut up his mill, or make a 
quality of rug that could be sold at $4874 (the 
fixed price the Macys of the country had put 
on the brand) which would yield more than 
20 per cent, gross profit, for only Macys can 
figure a net out of such a gross. 

“To cut the quality would mean a distinct 
loss to the consumer, that individual who 
figures so conspicuously in all Mr. Strauss’ 
speeches against the Stevens Bill. 

“The firm of M. J. Whittall has grown from 
modest beginnings and feels that it has reasons 
to be proud of results. It covets no other firm’s 
good will. It asks simply to be allowed to 
expend its energies in further upbuilding and 
not in the constant wasteful efforts of defend¬ 
ing itself against those who would ruin it 
for selfish purposes. 

“For these reasons M. J. Whittall and many 


others pray for the passage of the Stevens 
Bill.” 


ANNUAL MEETING OF THE BRITISH 
PUBLISHERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

At the annual meeting of the British Pub¬ 
lishers’ Association on March 30, little was 
done beyond the routine election of officers 
and the reading of the amjual report of the 
Council. 

The principal effort of the year, the report 
states, has been directed towards the exten¬ 
sion of the net system, which was adopted by 
the Association on January 1st, 1900. “After 
fifteen years’ successful working of the sys- 
tern, the proposal to extend the principle to 
novels has now been adopted with practical 
unanimity, though the working details have 
yet to be settled.” Other matters summarized 
briefly in the report are the paper situation 
and the Government action in cutting down 
paper importation by a third; the observance 
by the members of the Association, with but 
a few exceptions, of the general policy of re¬ 
specting enemy copyrights; the work of the 
committee appointed to assist in the reestab¬ 
lishment of the library of the University of 
Louvain; the successful operation of the sys¬ 
tem whereby books are supplied to Holland; 
the progess, or rather lack of any definite 
progress, in the matter of copyright with Rus¬ 
sia ; and the attempts on the part of the 
Inland Revenue authorities to obtain from pub¬ 
lishers particulars of payments made by pub¬ 
lishers to authors, which “have been invari¬ 
ably defeated.” Regarding the matter of the 
Australian market and American books, the 
report stated that: “Every effort has been 
made towards preserving the Australasian mar¬ 
ket in American books for the British pub¬ 
lisher, and some considerable progress is hoped 
for in this direction. If complete success is 
at present impossible, it is not for want of 
consensus among a majority of members of 
the Publishers’ Association, and attention has 
been most usefully directed to the importance 
of preserving this territory to British trade. 
Steps are also being taken further to safe¬ 
guard British copyright in Australasia.” 

Sir Frederick Macmillan addressed the 
meeting at some length on the work of the 
Royal Commission on Paper, explaining that 
the action of the Government in prohibiting the 
import of paper and material for the manu¬ 
facture of paper was in no sense due to any 
change of trade policy, but was forced on the 
Government owing to the shortage of ton¬ 
nage. The importation of paper and paper¬ 
making material amounted to about 1,600,000 
tons yearly and by prohibiting one-third of 
such importation over half a million tonnage 
was set free which could be used for other 
purposes. So far as the publishing trade was 
concerned he felt that the arrangement was 
the best which could be made, and he believed 
they would find that two-thirds proportion of 
their 1914 supply was just about what they 
used during 1915. Consequently, he did not 
think they would be greatly inconvenienced. 
As to any reduction in the present two-thirds 
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supply of paper he had heard no whisper of 
the kind, and he did not think it likely the 
Government would interfere further. 

The old officers were re-elected for the com¬ 
ing year as follows: Reginald J. Smith, K.C., 
president; James H. Blackwood, vice-presi¬ 
dent; and W. M. Meredith, treasurer. 


PRICES ALTERED ON MAIL ORDERS 
FROM LONDON. 

A New York bookseller has received the 
following schedule of price changes from his 
London jobber: 

Owing to the increase of cost of material 
and labor the English publishers have raised 
their terms to the trade by practically 10 per 
cent on non-net books—the practice of the 
various publishers differs, some invoicing as 
before and adding 10 per cent, to the total 
of their invoices, others reducing discounts, 
etc., but the general result is an increase at 
most to the bookseller of about 10 per cent. 
Discount on net books has also been slightly 
reduced in many cases. 

For all mail orders in future we shall, there¬ 
fore, have to alter our terms and except in 
special cases (such as an order for a number 
of copies of one book) propose to charge a 
net rate, without commission, as follows:

In the case of net books this practically 
means an extra charge of about 2}4 per cent, 
up to 6s. net (publication price), but from 
7s. 6d. upward the charge is practically the 
same as before (for instance, 10s. net @ 8s. 4d. 
plus 5 per cent commission = 8s. 9d., while 
10s. net less 12per cent, is also 8s. 9d.) 

Of course, in special cases where in some 
instances the trade discount is only, say, 10 per 
cent, we shall allow you the trade discount and 
charge 5 per cent, on the cost as before. 

Many booksellers are charging all books as 
net and some publishers have already altered 
all their publication prices to net—doubtless 
others will follow this course before long. 
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We would also point out that the prices of 
packing paper and all commodities have greatly 
increased quite independently of the publishers’ 
increased terms.

WAS SHAKESPEARE A PRINTER? 

Among the countless books and essays that 
have endeavored to prove this and that about 
Shakespeare, by no means the most ridicu¬ 
lous is the article on “Was William Shake¬ 
speare Also a Printer?” appearing in The 
American Printer. The writer seeks to prove 
that a significantly large number of Shake¬ 
speare’s figures of speech are drawn from 
the printing trade, and although he includes 
an occasional example that seems a bit far 
fetched, his main contention seems to have 
foundation. When we consider that in 
Shakespeare’s time printing was not so fa¬ 
miliar a part of everyone’s daily experience 
as it is to-day, the presence of many refer¬ 
ences to printing, impressions, etc., are the 
more noticeable. Of course the similes are 
often more suggestive than detailed, but this 
would be evidence that Shakespeare used un¬ 
consciously terms with which he was familiar, 


but did not seek to encumber his work with 
technical phrases incomprehensible to the 
public. 

What simile, says The American Printer, 
could be more natural for a printer-poet to 
use or more appropriate for the public to hear 
than this: 

Your mother was most true to wedlock, prince; 

For she did print your royal father off. 

Conceiving you. —Winter’s Tale, v, 1. 

Here, surely, the printer’s daily experience of 
the exact agreement between the face of the 
type and the impression it yields must have 
suggested the image. 

What printer is there who has put to press 
a second edition of a book working page for 
page in a smaller type and shorter measure 
but will recognize the typographer’s remin¬ 
iscences in the following description of 
Leontes’s babe by Paulina: 

Behold, my lords. 

Although the print be little, the whole matter 

And copy of the father . 

The very mold and frame of hand, nail, finger. 

—Winter's Tale, ii, 3. 

Is it conceivable that a sentence of four lines 
containing five distinct typographical words, 
three of which are especially technical, could 
have proceeded from the brain of one not 
intimately acquainted with typography? 

The real superiority of the press over the 
pen was the easy multiplication of copies, and 
this was the poet’s idea when he wrote: 

She carved thee for her seal and meant thereby 

Thou shouldst print more nor let that copy die. 

—Sonnet xi. 

Come we to full points here? and are et ceteras 

nothing? — 2 Henry IV, ii, 4. 

“Come we to full points here?” This ques¬ 
tion is often a puzzle for both compositor and 
reader. Indeed, few things cause more dis¬ 
agreements between author and printer than 
the very loose ideas held by the former con¬ 
cerning punctuation. Some writers, like 
Dickens in his early days, insist upon orna¬ 
menting their sentences with little dashes and 
big dashes, with colons where commas should 
be, and with 

Paints that seem impossible. 

■—Pericles, v, 1. 

In vain does the printer declare that in alter¬ 
ing the author’s unregulated punctuation, 

No leveled malice infests one comma, 

—Timon, i, 1; 

the irate author exclaims that he 

Puts the period often from his place, 

—Lucrece, 1 . 565, 

and adds, 

—follow 

My point and period ... ill or well. 

—Lear, iv, 7. 

These are but a few examples from the 
many pdven in the article. The allusions may 
be accidental, but in digging in Shakespeare 
many have followed less promising leads. 


BOOK-TRADE ASSOCIATIONS. 

PARTIAL LIST OF SPEAKERS BEFORE AMERI¬ 
CAN BOOKSELLERS’ ASSOCIATION. 

Five of the speakers at the Chicago con¬ 
vention of the American Booksellers’ Asso¬ 
ciation have been announced by the com¬ 
mittee in charge of the program, with the 
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subjects upon which they are to speak. Frank 
M. Morris, of Chicago, will talk on “The 
Satisfaction of Being a Bookseller.” David 
Koeller, Jr., will have for his subject “Some 
Mistakes of the Bookseller.” A subject which 
bids fair to be full of meat for the book¬ 
seller will be discussed by Miss May Massee, 
of Chicago, in “Libraries as Bookstores and 
Bookstores as Libraries.” Mrs. Matthews, 
of Omaha, will talk on a topic which has been 
particularly to the fore of late, “Women in 
Bookselling.” Charles M. Roe, of Cincin¬ 
nati, will take up the growth and general 
advance of the American book-trade in “Then 
and Now—Twenty Years* Progress in the 
Book Trade.’* A sixth speaker will be an¬ 
nounced later. 

BOOKSELLERS ' LEAGUE GUESTS OF FUNK & 
WAGNALLS. 

The Booksellers’ League of New York 
and their friends spent a most interesting 
evening Wednesday as the guests of Funk & 
Wagnalls witnessing the various steps in the 
physical production of the Literary Digest. 
The party met at seven o’clock at the Pub¬ 
lishers* Printing Company, 207 W. 25th street, 
printers of the Digest and, in squads of 
twenty-five with guides, were conducted 
through the plant from composing room to 
press rooms. All departments were in opera¬ 
tion for the occasion, including the electro¬ 
typing plant of F. A. Ringler & Co. on 
the top floor and the Knopke bindery on the 
ground floor, and the visitors evinced keen 
interest in all the minutiae of the various 
processes. 

By nine o’clock the circuit was completed 
and the party foregathered for an “after 
theater” luncheon provided by Funk & Wag¬ 
nalls, crab-meat salad, punch and patisseries 
being merely the high spots of the menu. 

Before departing an address was made by 
Robert J. Cuddihy, treasurer, in appreciation 
of the visit and in explanation of the co¬ 
operative spirit that has all along marked the 
work of everyone associated with the pub¬ 
lications of his house. Alfred W. Wagnalls, 
the venerable president of the company, in a 
most interesting way told of the origin of the 
Literary Digest. In early life as a 
Lutheran minister in Missouri he came across 
a quarterly publication of wide usefulness in 
the medical profession called Braithzvaite*s 
Digest. The scope of the magazine, especially 
the word “Digest,” so impressed him that 
later on when he came to New York and 
joined Dr. Funk in business, and the time 
came for them to publish a weekly of their 
own, that comprehensive word was agreed 
on as a garner of the literature of current 
topics. Joseph Gantz, president of the Pub¬ 
lishers* Printing Co., who has done the print¬ 
ing of the Digest since its inception, gave 
a number of interesting statistics relating to 
the materials used in the production of the 
issues of the past twelve months. Each 
guest received an advance copy of the cur¬ 
rent issue of the Literary Digest as a parting 
favor. 


OBITUARY NOTES. 

George S. Perry, of George S. Perry & Co., 
booksellers and stationers, died recently at 
his home in Binghampton, N. Y. He was one 
of the old-time dealers of that section of the 
state. 

Henry G. Kiggins, of the firm of Kiggins 
& Tooker, New York City, died at his home 
in Elizabeth, New Jersey, on April 22nd, aged 
66. For many years he was a familiar figure 
in the stationery trade, and was well-known to 
booksellers throughout the country. He was 
one of the charter members of the New York 
Booksellers’ League and was rarely absent 
from any of its social events. 

John V. Sheehan, proprietor of John V. 
Sheehan & Co., for twenty years one of De¬ 
troit’s foremost book dealers, died in his 
home in Ann Arbor on April 24, aged sixty 
years. His death was unexpected, heart 
trouble being the cause. Mr. Sheehan first 
became engaged in business in Ann Arbor, 
where he opened a book store while a law 
student at the University of Michigan. In 
1898, the year following his graduation from 
the university, he opened his store in Detroit. 
Although the Detroit store grew to be one 
of the largest in the city, he always retained 
the Ann Arbor store, which, because of the 
presence of the university in that city, de¬ 
veloped almost as rapidly as the second ven¬ 
ture. Mr. Sheehan had been suffering for 
several months from high blood pressure, 
which recently was complicated by valvular 
heart trouble. Despite his age, he always re¬ 
tained his youthful good humor and manner¬ 
isms, always being known among his more inti¬ 
mate associates by the familiar name “Jack.” 
The business will be continued as before. 


PERSONAL NOTES. 

H. P. Dowst has severed his connection 
with Small, Maynard & Co. to devote his 
time more exclusively to writing. He is at 
present in New York. No successor will be 
appointed by the Boston publishers, as the 
advertising which Mr. Dowst handled will be 
taken care of through an agency. 

J. L. McMillan, president of the McMillan 
Book Company, was elected president of the 
Syracuse Manufacturers* Association at the an¬ 
nual meeting last week. Mr. McMillan has 
served as a director of this organization ever 
since its inception three years ago, and has 
been very active in its service. 

News has come from Moscow that Maxim 
Gorky, the famous novelist, is dangerously ill 
with pneumonia in a hospital there. The ex¬ 
revolutionist has been a devoted patriot dur¬ 
ing the last eighteen months. The second vol¬ 
ume of his autobiography, which was to have 
appeared in English this autumn, a year after 
his “My Childhood,” is held up indefinitely, 
according to The Century Co., because the 
translation, made for an English publisher, 
has been locked up in Berlin for months, there 
to remain while the war lasts. The entire 
English edition of printed sheets is interned 
with it. 
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According to the will of the late Richard 
Harding Davis, his widow receives half the 
income of the residuary estate, about $250,- 
000, “so long as she remains his widow.” The 
remainder of the estate is turned over to a 
trustee, to be held in trust until the daughter, 
Hope, is twenty-one years old. In the event 
of the re-marriage of Mrs. Davis before the 
daughter is of age, all of the income is to be 
paid to Hope until she is twenty-one years 
old, when she will receive one-half the prin¬ 
cipal. The remaining half is to be held in 
trust for her during her lifetime. Charles 
Belmont Davis, brother of the decedent, is 
placed in charge of all the latter's literary 
works. 


LITERARY AND TRADE NOTES. 

The Thomas Y. Crowell Co. announces 
for immediate publication, “In the Garden of 
Delight,” a romance, by L. H. Hammond. 

“The Finding of Jasper Holt” (Lippin- 
cott) is the latest work of Grace Livingston 
Hill Lutz, whose “Marcia Schuyler” and “Lo 
Michael!” attained considerable popularity. 

We learn from the Edward P. Judd Co. 
that the regular New Haven bookstores are 
maintaining prices and refusing to meet the 
rates of price-cutters who have invaded their 
territory. 

Monday, May i, is John Martin’s Day at 
the Lord & Taylor Bookshop, New York City. 
The entertainment will be held at 3 P. M. 
and no adults will be admitted unless accom¬ 
panied by a child. On May 8 James Norman 
Hall, author of “Kitchener’s Mob,” will tell 
of his personal experiences in the British 
trenches. 

Except that iie is bald-headed, and has 
false teeth and a bullet in his leg Mr. Kettle- 
well is the ideal lover. And all the people 
who know Susan Clegg will appreciate her 
possibilities as a sterling, if somewhat un¬ 
usual, heroine. Anne Warner’s “Susan Clegg 
and Her Love Affairs,” to be published May 
10 by Little, Brown & Co., brings to a finish 
the humorous record of a thoroughly Amer¬ 
ican personality. 

Representative Hastings introduced a res¬ 
olution on April 26 providing “That the Trade 
Commission is hereby requested to inquire 
into the increase of the price of print paper 
during the last year and ascertain whether 
or not the newspapers of the United States 
are being subjected to unfair practices in the 
sale of printed paper.” A similar resolution 
has been introduced into the Senate by Sen¬ 
ator Owen. 

The Britton Publishing Co. are starting 
out on the “one book” principle. Their 1916 
book, to be published early in the autumn, will 
be “Georgina of the Rainbows” by Annie Fel¬ 
lows Johnston, author of “The Little Colonel,” 
“The Desert of Waiting,” etc. The publish¬ 
ers emphasize the story’s wholesomeness of 
plot and setting, and say that although writ¬ 
ten primarily for adults it will prove safe 
reading for children. A national advertis¬ 


ing campaign, with window displays, im¬ 
printed circulars, etc., is promised. 

The friendship between America and 
France is the theme of “With Americans of 
Past and Present Days” (Scribner) by J. J. 
Jusserand, French Ambassador to the United 
States and Dean of the Diplomatic Corps in 
Washington. Florence Olmstead’s novel, 
“Father Bernard’s Parish,” is also on the 
Scribner list for May. Its field, somewhat 
new to the novelist, Columbus Avenue, New 
York, is the background for the fiery love 
affair of Lena, a Polish girl, Irish Tim and 
his Italian rival. 

That a beautiful girl should meet a man 
of corresponding attractions in the middle of 
a wilderness is a situation not new in fiction, 
but in “Star of the North,” to be published 
May 19 by Putnam, Francis William Sullivan 
has given a new and convincing reason for 
the simultaneous appearance of the hero and 
heroine in the Canadian wilds. She, as the 
daughter of a Hudson Bay post factor, has 
every right to be there. And who should 
have a better excuse for getting lost in the 
northern woods than the leading man of a 
conscientious moving picture concern, in 
search of genuine local color? 

America has been conquered from the out¬ 
side in more than one recent novel, but Sam¬ 
uel G. Blythe introduces a novelty in “A 
Western Warwick,” coming from the George 
H. Doran Co., by telling of the conquest of 
America from the inside! A millionaire 
maker of presidents and destinies plans an 
enormous conspiracy of capital and proceeds 
to buy the country, “lock, stock and barrel.” 
He does it for power—for the love of the 
game. But just because he is too supremely 
sure of the purchasability of every human 
being his downfall is luckily accomplished at 
the last moment and the country draws its 
breath again. If the novelists are true proph¬ 
ets America has some lively times to look 
forward to. 

Both the New York newspapers and the 
New York Newsdealers and Stationers’ Pro¬ 
tective Association have taken up the fight of 
the newsstand men to defeat the proposed 
regulation providing for the auctioning off of 
the stands in Greater New York to the high¬ 
est bidder. The plan affects 4000 of the 
10,000 newsdealers. The auctioning of li¬ 
censes, it is urged, would be an invitation to 
the gobbling up of stands by a corporation, 
or corporations, which would put small-sal¬ 
aried employees in charge. “A far better 
scheme would be to divide the stands into 
three grades, according to the amount of 
business done, with a fixed license fee for 
each grade, to be decided after consultation 
between the city authorities and representa¬ 
tives of the newsdealers.” 

The year that should be “roses, roses, all 
the way” according to all tradition, is the 
graduation year. And as that year means the 
end of an epoch its memories are too pre¬ 
cious to be allowed to fade. “A Girl’s Com- 
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mencement; Rosebud Memories” is designed 
to gather those gay memories and press 
them carefully between its pages, so that 
their fragrance will come back whenever the 
book is opened—ten or twenty or even fifty 
years later! This new “girl book” is pub¬ 
lished by Jordan & Co., and comes in popular 
bindings of blue, white, grey and white cloth, 
with cover printed in five colors and gold, 
and in more expensive bindings of golden 
rod brown and green ooze. The book is il¬ 
lustrated, and carefully arranged to give 
space to all the important events of the com¬ 
mencement season. 

A grand jury inquiry will be started, it is 
rumored, to determine just what was done in 
connection with the recent increase in prices 
of photo-engravings. This follows an un¬ 
official opinion by District Attorney Swann 
that the photo-engravers’ board-of-trade 
agreement to standardize prices was a com¬ 
bination in restraint of trade and a violation 
of the anti-trust law. It is said the district 
attorney’s opinion was rendered as a result of 
the action of the Powers Engraving Co. and 
the Powers Reproduction Co., which had been 
refused membership in the engraver’s asso¬ 
ciation, because they would not agree to abide 
by the standard prices as adopted by the as¬ 
sociation. District Attorney Swann declared 
that if the engravers organization refused ad¬ 
mission to any concern for the reason that it 
would not uphold a certain price, then the or¬ 
ganization would be violating the anti-trust 
law. 

The sale of the Dickens and Thackeray 
collections and other rare books and auto¬ 
graphs from the library of Edwin W. Cog- 
geshall, was held at the Anderson Galleries, 
New York City, April 25-27. $5,350 was paid 
by George D. Smith for a fine copy of “The 
Posthumous Papers of the Pickwick Club,” 
with forty-three first impressions of the ori¬ 
ginal plates and a page of original manu¬ 
script. Mr. Smith gave $3,950 for a volume 
of sixteen autograph letters signed by Lincoln, 
Grant, Farragut, Edwin M. Stanton, H. W. 
Halleck and James C. Palmer, and $3,800 for 
“Battles and Leaders of the Civil War,” a 
twenty-five volume set with insertions of en¬ 
graved portraits, views, autograph letters, 
etc. “American Notes,” first edition, pres¬ 
entation copy from Dickens to Thomas Car¬ 
lyle, with Carlyle’s name on flyleaf, went to 
E. P. Dutton & Co. for $1,750. The highest 
price Wednesday was $1,425, paid by Gabriel 
Weis, for a fifteenth century vellum manu¬ 
script of the Latin “Hours of the Virgin 
Mary,” embellished with eight large minia¬ 
tures. The grand total of the sale was $61,- 
048.85. 

Another Merriam v . Saalfield decision 
was handed down by the Supreme Court on 
April 17. This particular decision is more 
technical than interesting, being an appeal from 
the District Court upon the sole question of 
the jurisdiction of that court to make and 
enforce a final decree in personam against 
George W. Ogilvie, the appellee. The decree 


was founded upon a supplemental bill making 
Ogilvie a party to a suit already pending, and 
upon substituted service of process on persons 
said to represent him as attorneys in the State 
of Ohio, he being a citizen and resident of 
New York, and not having been personally 
served. Justice Pitney affirmed the orders of 
the lower court, ruling that above substituted 
service of process against Ogilvie was inad¬ 
missible and that the District Court did not 
err in quashing the service and setting aside 
the proceedings based thereon {i.e., a final 
decree for the recovery against Ogilvie of 
profits amounting, with interest, to $81,312.78, 
besides costs), nor in refusing appellant’s peti¬ 
tion for enforcement of the decree against 
him. 

Irving Berlin, song writer, paid $2600 for 
an extra-illustrated set of the Edinburgh edi¬ 
tion of Shakespeare at the dispersal of the 
Daniel S. Miller collection at the Savoy Hotel, 
New York City, April 18. There are forty 
volumes in the set, which is illuminated by 
hand and contains more than 5000 extra il¬ 
lustrations with many full-page water-colors 
by eminent artists. The total of the session 
was $21,521.50. Mr. Berlin made other impor¬ 
tant purchases, among them being the Edin¬ 
burgh edition of Stevenson’s works for $465; 
the Lenore edition of Poe’s work for 
$275; the autograph edition of Bret Harte 
for $475, and the Sophocles edition of “The 
Drama” in twenty volumes for $350. Thomas 
Gannon paid $700 for Lockhart’s “Ancient 
Spanish Ballads” in a jewelled binding by 
Sangorski & Sutcliffe. George D. Smith paid 
$750 for a manuscript of Milton’s “Allegro” 
and “II Penseroso,” done by the same firm; 
$875 for an illuminated manuscript of Tenny¬ 
son’s “The Lady of Shalott,” by Sangorski & 
Sutcliffe; Gabriel Weis paid $1350 for an il¬ 
luminated manuscript of “Some Poems by 
Alfred Lord Tennyson,” done by Sangorski 
& Sutcliffe; $775 for an illuminated manu¬ 
script by the same firm of Keats’ “Ode to 
Psyche,” and $322 for the autograph edition 
of Mark Twain. J. D. Oppenheim, as agent, 
paid $625 for the Connoisseurs’ Set of Scott. 

For three hundred years Shakespeare 
and Bacon have been able to keep their quar¬ 
rels out of the courts—their difficulties have 
been a matter for purely literary discussion 
and in no way affected the movies and other 
practical affairs of life. But now friend 
Shakespeare has been called before a Chi¬ 
cago judge, and the Chicago judge finds him 
an impostor! With such ease does the law 
dispose of a simple matter over which the 
literati have been bickering. On April 21, 
Judge Tujthill, reputed to be one of the best- 
known jurists in Illinois, awarded to Colonel 
George Fabyan of Chicago, a member of the 
firm of Bliss, Fabyan & Co. of New York, 
Chicago and Boston, dry goods commission 
merchants, the sum of $5000 damages. Judge 
Tuthill awarded the damages because, as was 
reported in the Publishers’ Weekly for 
April 1, William N. Selig, a moving-picture 
manufacturer, had sought to enjoin Colonel 
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Fabyan from publishing the facts which he 
alleged to be in his possession showing that 
Bacon and not Shakespeare wrote the plays. 
Mr. Selig alleged that the publication of the 
book would injure him in his project of mak¬ 
ing moving pictures of plays commonly attri¬ 
buted to Shakespeare. Colonel Fabyan has 
spent hundreds of thousands and has em¬ 
ployed for several years an expert staff of 
literary workers, versed in Shakespearean 
literature, with the aid of a cryptic code, to 
prove his theories. The main point on which 
Judge Tuthill rests his decision are the facts 
that Shakespeare had but a meager education 
while Bacon was a scholar, and that the cipher 
invented by Bacon is found in the “Shake¬ 
speare” plays. It is understood that the Selig 
interests are much dissatisfied with Judge 
Tuthill’s decision and that they will carry the 
matter to the highest courts. Colonel Fa¬ 
byan, On the other hand, says that he is so 
convinced of the truth of his theories that 
he is prepared to take the case to the United 
States Supreme Court if necessary.
